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What to How often has that ques- 
Qollect § tion arisen in discussion be- 
tween groups of stamp col- 
lectors. Of course, the first reaction 
a thoughful person would have to 
such a question is to ask the inquirer 
whether they wanted to confine their 
stamp collecting activities to fields 
that would give them an opportunity 
for study and research or whether 
they were thinking in terms of pos- 
sible sale value at a future date. 

In considering what to collect one 
must always think of what the ob- 
jective is in making the collection. 
One man will choose a country or 
group because he can see in it the 
possibilities for study and research 
and he makes the choice without any 
thought of possible gain from his 
work or expenditure on the collection. 
It is this collector that gains the 
most pleasure and enjoyment and 
shall we say “fame” from his collect- 
ing activities, provided of course that 
he has the ability and desire to cash 
in on that part of his activity. It is of 
course probable that the choice this 
collector makes may be a country or 
a group of stamps of the most sought 
for kind, such as early U. S. of some 
particular issue or usage. Anything 
of this nature is always readily sale- 
able at good prices when properly 
gathered and offered. 

What we particularly want to point 
out however is that no matter what 
the country or group that one may 
choose to gather, a thorough collec- 
tion, prepared in a thorough manner 
is always certain to be of interest and 


value and no matter how unpopular 
the country may be, there is usually 
a ready market for a collection if it 
has been built in the proper manner. 

When most people ask what to col- 
lect, they most likely do so with a 
thought in the back of their mind as 
to what they can get out of it after 
they have collected it. It is therefore 
to this type of collector that this writ- 
ing is addressed ‘and believe it or not, 
the answer is a quite simple one for 
there are so many things to collect 
and it is so easy to collect them if 
one will do it in the right way, and 
still be able to realize a very satis- 
factory return on the investment after 
a period of a few years, 

Many years ago there was a great 
hullabaloo over the issuing of certain 
kinds of stamps. There was even an 
“SSSS” (Society for the Supression 
of Speculative Stamps) that concerned 
itself with trying to tell collectors 
what was and what wasn’t the right 
stamps to collect. Like all such organ- 
izations it got nowhere and has long 
been dead. 

The principal “meat” of this So- 
ciety was Commemorative and Special 
issues. What a headache any such so- 
ciety would have today. 

Several years ago we looked at a 
collection of one of the members of 
the Garfield-Perry Stamp Club of 
Cleveland, Ohio. This man had come 
to the realization that a general col- 
lection was no. longer within his 
means, He liked stamps and he liked 
pretty and interesting stamps so he 
got himself a blank album and started

buying stamps to fill it and when he 
got one book full he started on an- 
other. All this collector gathered 
were pretty pictorial sets. He did not 
care where they came from, for what 
purpose they were issued, whether 
banned by the “brass hats” or what 
others thought of them. Just so long 
as the stamps made a nice looking and 
pretty picture set he was satisfied. 
But, he bought only full sets. That is 
the principal secret in buying in this 
manner. Many a set contains a single 
scarce stamp that many a dealer 
wants and will buy a set to get the 
stamp for a customer as there are 
always others who are not so particu- 
lar who will pick up the odd stamps 
off his approval sheets at satisfactory 
prices. 

This then, is one way to collect, 
but do not forget the principal point, 
get your sets complete. A collection of 
this kind is beautiful, catalogue prices 
over a period of years will convince 
any man that stamps of this type 
move up in value as fast or faster 
than the regular “necessary” issues. 
Check some old catalogues and see 
for yourself. 


Canadian Did you ever see a large 
Revenues collection of Canadian 

Revenues? Canadian Rev- 
enues are on a par with United 
States Revenues for interest, beauty 
of design, variety in size and shape 
and for the collector who wants a 
field that will provide pleasure, en- 
tertainment and research we can 
heartily recommend these stamps. 
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Their cost is much below what you 
would have to pay for an equally 
complete collection of U. S. Revenues 
and right now there is a wave of in- 
terest in these stamps sweeping over 
the Dominion. 

American collectors who are look- 
ing for new fields of interest should 
address the Secretary of the Canadian 
Revenue Society, Mr. R. De L. French, 
c/o McGill University, Montreal, Que- 
bec. Ask for a copy of their bulletin 
and information about the society. 

Incidentally the Society is working 
on a new catalogue of these interest- 
ing stamps. 


A writer by the name 
of Wm. Martin has a 
column in the Western 
Stamp Collector wherein he makes the 
remark as regards sworn circulation 
of stamp papers—“‘no one seems to 
know what good it would do.” 

In the first place it would depend 
on who did the “swearing”. In this 
country there is a bureau known as 
“The Audit Bureau of Circulation”. 
This bureau is recognized by experi- 
enced advertising space buyers as 
being the real thing. But one stamp 
publication that we ever knew of ever 
used the services of this bureau. It is 
our opinion that most stamp publica- 
tions would be afraid to submit their 
records to the A B C because of the 
facts the bureau would establish. 

We can say with the fullest confi- 
dence that if the leading stamp pa- 
pers of the United States were all to 
have their circulation certified by the 
A B C, stamp dealers would learn 
some facts that would be of vital in- 
terest and value to themselves.

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First Flight Air Service to Africa 





Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker announced on November 4, 
that the Post Office Department 
plans to inaugurate an air mail serv- 
ice between the United States and 
Africa on or about November 29, 1941. 

The new air mail route across the 
South Atlantic will run from Miami, 
Florida, to Leopoldville, Belgian Con- 
go via San Juan, Puerto Rico, Port 
of Spain, Trinidad, Belem and Natal, 
Brazil, Bathurst, Gambia, and Lagos, 
Nigeria to Leopoldville. 

Bathurst is to be designated tem- 
porarily as an intermediate stop, 
pending the development of landing 
facilities at Monrovia, Liberia. 

For the information of stamp and 
cover collectors, first-flight covers 
will be carried from Miami, San Juan, 
Port of Spain, Belem, and Natal to 
each of the three African offices of 
Bathurst, Lagos and Leopoldville and 
from each of those three offices to Na- 
tal, Belem, Port of Spain, San Juan 
and Miami, and from Bathurst to 
Lagos and Leopoldville, and from 
Lagos to Leopoldville and Bathurst, 
and from Leopoldville to Lagos and 
Bathurst. 

It is possible that a cachet will also 
be applied at Port of Spain, although 
assurance to this effect has not been 
received. All first-flight covers will be 
back-stamped upon receipt but no 
special treatment will be given covers 
that may be carried between offices 
of Miami, San Juan, Port of Spain, 
Belem and Natal and no round trip 
or other irregular covers are to be 
handled. 

Senders may address their covers 
to themselves or other persons at ad- 
dresses in the United States or else- 
where, so they may be returned in the 
ordinary mails to the addressees after 
the first flight. The covers should be 
marked in the upper left corner to 
show the dispatch desired; that is, 
“Miami to Lagos”, “Natal Bath- 
urst”, “Leopoldville to Port of Spain” 
etc. Unless sufficient clear space is 
left on the front of the cover for the 
cachet, it will not be applied. In order 
that covers may not be withdrawn 
from the flight by censors at points 
on the route, no message should be 
contained in covers and they should 
not be sealed, the flap to be folded 
inside. 

Appropriate consignments of covers 
prepared as indicated with United 
States postage attached and with a 
note requesting that they be dis- 
patched by the first flight on FAM 
route 22, may be sent in outer enve- 
lopes addressed to Postmaster, Miami, 
Florida, and to Postmaster, San Juan, 


Puerto Rico, respectively. They should 
be sent in time to reach these offices 
not later than November 27. The 
postage required on covers from Mi- 
ami or San Juan to Bathurst or Lagos 
is 50 cents per half ounce, and to Le- 
opoldville 60 cents per half ounce, or 
fraction. Collectors outside the United 
States may send their covers to the 
postmasters at Miami and San Juan 
with money orders or certified checks 
payable to the postmaster for pur- 
chase of stamps. Covers in transit 
(mailed at other offices) and articles 
mailed in the usual way will not re- 
ceive the cachet. 

Covers mailed at Port of Spain must 
bear Trinidad postage. The postage 
per half ounce for covers from Port 
of Spain to Bathurst or Lagos is 48 
cents (equivalent to about 41 cents 
U.S.), and to Leopoldville 52 cents 
(about 45 cents U.S.). The Trinidad 
authorities report they are not per- 
mitted to accept consignments of 
covers and attach postage. It is as- 
sumed that covers with appropriate 
Trinidad postage attached for the 
three African offices that may be 
mailed at the Port of Spain office, 
would be held for the first flight if 
the covers are accompanied with re- 
quest therefor. 

Covers mailed at Belem and Natal 
must bear Brazilian postage. The post- 
age per 10 grams (about one-third of 
an ounce) for covers from Belem or 
Natal for Bathurst or Lagos is 10.800 
milreis (about 56 cents U.S.), and 
from Belem or Natal for Leopoldville 
14.200 milreis (about 74 cents .US.). 
The Brazilian authorities report they 
are not permitted to receive consign- 
ments of covers and attach postage. 
Accordingly, senders should have their 
covers with Brazilian postage at- 
tached, deposited in the Belem or Na- 
tal office, or have them handled as 
indicated later in this announcement. 

The Gambia postage per half ounce 
for covers to be mailed at Bathurst is 
as follows: Bathurst to Lagos, 18 
pence (about 30 cents U.S.); Bathurst 
to Leopoldville, 21 pence (about 35 
cents U.S.); Bathurst to Natal or 
Belem, 21 pence (about 35 cents U. 
S.); Bathurst to Port of Spain, 27 
pence (about 45 cents U.S.); Bathurst 
to San Juan, 33 pence (about 55 cents 
U.S.), and Bathurst to Miami, 42 
pence (about 70 cents U.S.). 

The Nigeria postage per half ounce 
for covers to be mailed at Lagos is as 
follows: Lagos to Leopoldville, 9 pence 
(about 15 cents U.S.); Lagos to Bath- 
urst, 15 pence (about 25 cents U:S.); 
Lagos to Natal and Belem, 18 pence 
(about 30 cents U.S.); Lagos to Port

The Belgian Congo postage per 10 
grams for covers to be mailed at Le- 
poldville is as follows: Leopoldville to 
Lagos, 11.75 francs (about 27 cents 
U.S.); Leopoldville to Bathurst, 15.75 
francs (about 86 cents U.S.); Leopold- 
yille to Natal and Belem, 21.35 francs

There is no apparent means for the 
sending of consignments of covers in 
time to be mailed at Bathurst, Lagos 
and Leopoldville, except as indicated 
below.

It is understood that the 
Lagos and Bathurst offices will not 
accept similar consignments, If col- 
lectors so desire they may secure 
covers through Pan American Air- 
ways. Consignments of covers to be 
carried between the points indicated 
above, endorsed to show the points 
between which carriage is desired, 
may be sent to Pan American Air- 
ways, 185 East 42nd Street, New York, 
N. Y., before November 25. The con- 
signments should be accompanied with 
remittances in the form of money or- 
ders of certified checks payable to 
Pan American Airways. The total 
charges by the company for covers 
are as follows: Miami to Bathurst or

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New Series of N. B. C. 
Stamp Broadcasts 





Collectors who have short wave sets 
will be able to tune in on the “Stamp 
Journal of the Air”, a new series of 
weekly programs, which has recently 
been added to the English Language 
program that is being sent via short 
waves to Europe and South America 
by the International Division of the 
National Broadcasting Company. 

The “Journal” is conducted by phi- 
latelist Walter Law, who joined the 
International staff last month. 

After carefully analyzing the many 
letters received from listeners who 
have been requesting a series on 
stamp collecting, Law plans to de- 
vote one program each month to 
general stamp news. During this pro- 
gram, new issues from countries all 
over the world are announced and dis- 
cussed. Since the news of the world 
often goes hand in hand with postage 
stamps of the countries concerned, the 
“Journal” will trace the close connec- 
tion between the political and postal 
histories of the countries in the head- 
lines today. 

Prominent guest speakers will be 
on hand from time to time to trace 
the development of many types of 
specialties ranging from airmails to 
women’s fashions. Already Emil 
Bruechig, has discussed the elemen- 
tary steps in forming an airmail col- 
lection. W. Lloyd Heath of the Col- 
lector’s Club, has traced the history 
of the Bible in stamps. 

The facilities of the “Stamp Jour- 
nal of the Air” also are available to 
collectors who have any questions 
they would like to have answered, 
either by mail or over the air. It is 
planned to have a monthly round- 
table at which specialists will be 
called on to answer questions sent in 
by listeners. In addition, a list of 
philatelists from all parts of the 
world is being prepared for mailing 
to those who request it. 

The “Stamp Journal” is broadcast 
every Thursday at 12:45 P.M. East- 
ern Standard Time over WRCA on 
17,780 K. C., 16.87 meters, beamed on 
Europe and WNBI on 15,150 K. C., 
19.8 meters, beamed on Europe and 
the programs are rebroadcast every 
Saturday at 10:30 P.M. Bver WRCA 
on 9,670 K. C., 31.02 meters, beamed 
on South America. 

The November 20th program will 
be an interview with A. E. Pade of 
Denver, the mixture man, about 
“Mixtures and the War”. This par- 
ticular program will be rebroadcast 
to South America on November 29th.

Cleveland Plans For 
A.P.S. in 1942 


Plans for the 1942 convention of 
the American Philatelic Society, to be 
held in Cleveland, have already been 
launched by the Garfield-Perry Stamp 
Club. A nominating committee of 
three, consisting of the president, 
secretary and treasurer of the host 
club, named fourteen men, of which 
members selected seven. 

These were designated as a Board 
of Trustees and were instructed to 
organize as a non-profit corporation, 
to be known as the Cleveland Conven- 
tion Committee of the American Phil- 
atelic Society. Named to this Board 
were Frederick W. Green, George C. 
Hahn, Nelson P. LaGanke, Donald F. 
Lybarger, Donald W. Martin, Dr. 
Hennan M. Sanford and L. D. Shoe- 
maker. 

At an organization meeting Fred- 
erick Green was named Chairman of 
the Board, with L. D. Shoemaker as 
vice-chairman and George C. Hahn as 
secretary. Russell C. Hagans was 
named treasurer. These officers, it 
was pointed out, are those of the 
Trustees as a body, and will not neces- 
sarily become chairmen. 

It is intended to ask the copera- 
tion of all collectors and clubs in the 
Cleveland region in making the com- 
ing gathering of outstanding merit. 
Cleveland’s last A.P.S. convention was 
held in 1918. 

Certificates of participation in the 
corporation will be issued in denomi- 
nations of $1 upward, the purpose 
being to raise funds for the prelimi- 
nary expenses incurred, such amounts 
to be returned after the closing of 
the corporation if and when funds 
may be remaining at the close of con- 
vention operations.

The Christmas Seal 
for 1941 





The lighthouse is the main subject 
of the 35th annual Christmas Seal of 
the National Tuberculosis Association, 
which will be placed on sale through- 
out the country on Nov. 24. The cam- 
paign will continue until Christmas 
Day. 

Against the blue winter sky, which 
forms the background of the design, 
the double-barred cross, in red, the 
emblem of the National Association, 
is spot-lighted by the lighthouse bea- 
con. In the foreground is shown the 
snow covered keeper’s house, an up- 
turned boat and an evergreen tree. 

Four colors were used in printing 
the Seal—yellow, black, red and blue. 
The usual four slogan Seals, which in 
past years have been placed in vari- 
ous parts of the sheets of 100 Seals, 
this year have been omitted. 

The four printers of the Seal have 
put their own identification mark on 
the 56th Seal, which is the sixth Seal 
from the left side of the sheet and in 
the sixth horizontal row. The identi- 
fication mark is a small letter just 
above the “M” of “Merry”. The black 
“EK” is for the Eureka Specialty 
Printing Co.; the Black “S” for the 
Strobridge Lithographing Co.; the 
black “D” for Edwards & Deutsch 
Lithographing Co.; and the blue “U” 
for the United States Printing & 
Lithograph Co. 

A compound perforation of 12%2x12 
was used by Eureka, and the other 
three printers used their regular ma- 
chines for the perforation of 12%x 
12%. All Seals were produced by the 
offset process. 

Stevan Dohanos, a native of Lo- 
rain, Ohio, a well known muralist and 
illustrator, is the artist of this year’s 
Seal. 

Out of his own experience he con- 
ceived the theme of the lighthouse as

the symbol of the tuberculosis work. 
For it was soon after he had begun 
to gain recognition that he discovered 
he had tuberculosis. He had just been 
asked to join an art studio in New 
York and was preparing to move here 
from Cleveland, where he had re- 
ceived his art education and exhibited 
his paintings. 

Mr. Dohanos said that the temp- 
tation to work while regaining his 
health was great. But he had learned 
enough about the disease he had to 
fight. So he immediately went to Sa- 
ranac Lake, N. Y., and underwent 
treatment and complete rest. 

When his physician finally said that 
he was able once again to do a normal 
amount of work, he came to New 
York and his job was still waiting 
for him. 

Three years after his return to 
New York Mr. Dohanos was chosen 
by the Treasury Art Project in Wash- 
ington to do paintings in the Virgin 
Islands for federal buildings. He took 
his family there with him for a 
seven-month stay. 

In 1937 he returned to the United 
States and has continued his work 
here since. He has completed two 
mural projects—one for the Elkins, 
W. Va., Agricultural and Forestry 
Building, the other for the Post Of- 
fice at West Palm Beach, Fla. He is 
now working on another mural which 
will be placed in the Charlotte Amalie 
Post Office in St. Thomas, Virgin 
Islands.

For the information of collectors 
who wish to keep in advance of the 
news that appears in the stamp jour- 
nals, we can recommend a subscrip- 
tion to The Postal Bulletin. This is 
a sheet published by the Postoffice 
Department and sent daily, six 
times per week to every postmaster 
in the United States as well as to any 
other person who wishes to subscribe 
for same. The annual subscription 
price is $2.00 per year. Remittance 
must be made to The Superintendent 
of Documents, Government Printing 
Office, Washington, D. C. 

The Postal Bulletin contains all 
official Post Office announcements 
such as the one about the Air Mail 
Flight to Africa, as announced in this 
issue of the weekly. You know on 
what date you are reading this in- 
formation. The information reached 
our office on November 6th. This 
will give you an idea of the time sav- 
ing on matters of importance, where 
time is short and thus gives you an 
opportunity to get your news and in- 
formation ahead of its appearance in 
any publication. 

The Postal Bulletin lists all infor- 
mation concerning changes in the 
Postoffices of the United States, estab- 
lishment of new postoffices or discon- 
tinuance of old postoffices. Also in- 
formation as to postmasters etc. Also 
all changes effecting the Air Mail 
Service, Rural Delivery etc. Many of 
these changes come so quickly after 
publication in the Bulletin that it is 
not practical to get them in print 
before the event has happened. Thus 
for those who are interested in such 
matters, getting covers of first day or 
last day of closed offices, we can only 
recommend a subscription to the Bul- 
letin to keep you up to date. 

Incidentally the Bulletin for No- 
vember 5, contains a complete printed 
list of all stamps available at the 
Philatelic Agency in Washington.

The Christmas Seal 


In another few weeks, the much 
mooted slogan will again be brushed 
off and used with a hue and cry.

Thoughts of Christmas bring 
on a more serious realization of the 
little bit of brightly colored paper 
classified as a Christmas seal. In a 
while they will also adorn letters 
and messages written by people who 
took a few moments to contemplate 
what a wonderful amount of good 
the Christmas seal radiates. We have 
never viewed these little emissaries 
of good cheer, but what they have 
not recalled thoughts about the fa- 
mous Disreali quotation. The saying 
has been attributed to many great 
men, but we do believe it was a 
Disreali expression. He was walking 
the street with several of his friends, 
when he espied a human derelict in 
the gutter. The fellow’s apparent 
condition, and suffering were suf- 
ficient for Disreali to openly com- 
ment, “There, Gentlemen, but for the 
grace of God am I!” We have never 
yet seen a Christmas seal, but that 
it has not reminded us about that 
famed quotation. The seal is repre- 
sentative of the great amount of 
good work being done to aid others 
in this world who are less fortunate 
than ourselves. It has been success- 
ful, remarkably successful since 1907 
when it was first originated in this 
country. Quite a while ago we listen- 
ed to Mr.’ Newcomb, who represents 
the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion as their sales executive, and we 
were fascinated by his interesting ac- 
count of the detail involved in spread- 
ing the amount of good cheer and 
work behind the concerted effort and 
output of Christmas seals each year.

One arangement protects the 
egress of the water. The gum from 
the stamps floats to the surface, and 
down one of the outlets. The stamps 
drop off of the paper and on to trays 
which may be lifted out of the tank 
and placed elsewhere so that the 
stamps may dry quickly. It is quite 
an interesting procedure, and the 
modest Drisco isn’t interested in any- 
thing but precancels in quantities.

Vining Honored at 
World Wide Meet 


J. Edw. Vining, President of the So- 
ciety of Philatelic Americans, was 
awarded the second annual philatelic 
Legion of Honor gold medal for meri- 
torious service to the hobby, at the 
World Wide Convention in St. Louis. 

The award consists of a gold medal 
with a statue of achievement, the re- 
cipients name and the year 1941 on 
the face, and “World Wide Legion of 
Honor” engraved on the back. 

A prominent philatelist, who wished 
his identity to remain unknown, in- 
augerated the plan last year of pre- 
senting this gold medal to the indi- 
vidual, who, in the opinion of the 
committee appointed to select the 
candidate, has performed outstand- 
ing service in the interest of phi- 
lately. Last year the medal went to 
Fred Green of Cleveland. 

The especial work performed by 
Vining and singled out by the award 
committee was his effort on behalf 
of the Society of Philatelic Americans, 
and his appointment by one of the 
prominent colleges as lecturer on 
philately. In this case, as in the pre- 
vious, particular attention was paid 
to the fact that all his efforts were 
without financial gain. 

Vining, 39 years of age, married 
and the father of two children, has 
been prominent in the philatelic cir- 
cles for the past eight or ten years. 
For seven years and three weeks he 
conducted and wrote the script for a 
stamp program over Radio Station 
W. I. L. in St. Louis. He just recently 
turned the program over to the Mound 
City Stamp Club. 

Elected Vice-President of the S.P.A. 
in 1938, he advanced to the Presi- 
dency, by election, in 1940. Under his 
leadership the S.P.A. has skyrocketed 
to popularity and today stands as a 
leader in its field. Vining has a large 
following of friends, despite the fact 
that he is firm in his convictions, and 
outspoken, which is an asset to a 
leader of a national stamp organiza- 
tion, 

In making the presentation to Vin- 
ing, Dr. Prichard von David, member 
of the award committee, said: 

“For his outstanding leadership as 
President of the Society of Philatelic

The World Wide Convention is his- 
tory now, but the memory of the five 
days spent in St. Louis, October 29th 
to November 2nd, will be long re- 
menibered by all who were present. 

Whether or not there will be another 
WORLD WIDE CONVENTION OR 
EXHIBITION depends on C. N. A. De 
Bajligethy, the originator of the 
World Wide idea. Plans were prac- 
tically completed whereby the S.P.A. 
would take over the World Wide, lock, 
stock and barrel, but, Mr. De Baj- 
ligethy balked at the last minute, in- 
sisting that the name not die. 

The S.P.A. did, however, take over 
the membership and all equipment of 
the World Wide. The equipment con- 
sists of frame racks, frames, etc., all 
of which were personally paid for by 
Ernest G. Jarvis, President of the 
World Wide for the past two years. 

President Jarvis, Vice-President 
Dr. Prichard von David, and the other 
officers resigned, and since no other 
officers were elected, and no by-laws 
had ever been written for the World 
Wide Philatelic Society, the World 
Wide ceases to exist as an organiza- 
tion. The name “World Wide” be- 
comes the property of Mr. Bajligethy. 

To say the World Wide passed out 
of existence as a stamp organization 
in a blaze of glory would be putting it 
mildly. The St. Louis show from every 
stand point was by fare the best of 
all World Wide shows. Much credit is 
due the St. Louis Committee for the 
marvelous job of entertaining the 
guests. Henry O. Nouss, General 
Convention Chairman, and the entire 
membership of the host club left 
nothing undone in their efforts to as- 
sure the success of the convention. 

A wonderful show of philatelic 
material was presented in 250 frames; 
six trophies were awarded along with 
the usual ribbons. 

The Wahoo’s convened on Wednes- 
day night, the Firemen had a confla- 
gration on Thursday night, and the 
World Wide Party, stage show, pre- 
sentation, food and dancing from 
11:30 Saturday night until 6 A.M. 
Sunday morning, ending the show, 
which was a bang up week for stamp 
collectors far and wide.

An early change in catalogue value 
is going to happen to Mexico C 80, 
an airmail stamp listing for $15.00 
Mint. This stamp was issued in 1938 
on unwatermarked paper, and was 
thought to be a real scarce stamp. It 
was, until the Mexican Postal Au- 
thorities released the balance of stock 
on hand. Some wholesalers in New 
York tried to take adantage by charg- 
ing $2.00 per copy for the first supply 
trickling through, then the price came 
way down but still enough to allow 
wholesaler to make a good profit, but 
the stamp didn’t come down far 
enough as it is available for face 
value in Mexico, and should be sub- 
ject only to a new issue price. Used 
copies of this stamp will be packet 
material so states L. W. Charlat, 
specialist dealer in airmails. 





Collections of 1000 different air- 
mails are selling at a terrific pace in 
New York. I know one man that sells 
at least 5 of these each week, and 
is handicapped because he can’t get 
them made fast enough. One retailer 
I know, sells at least one of these 
1,000 collections each week. These 
1,000 collections are not cheap items 
and allow enough profit for them to 
be made. Incidentally 1, and 2 thou- 
sand regular packets have reached 
new wholesale highs. One reason is

Incidentally a large number of sets 
of Persia C 1-16 have appeared on 
the New York market, these are fakes 
and very good fakes, and are sold 
in New York as fakes, but watch out 
when they leave New York, as they 
are not stamped “fake” in indelible 
ink, it is satisfactory to buy fakes 
as fakes, but someone will try to slip 
them over as genuine somewhere 
along the line. Where are those reso- 
lutions by the A.P.S. and S.P.A. to 
take care of items such as these.
